liam J. Harris aunounced tonight 


that. he.avould .urge the secretary of | 


war to>turn over to thé department | 
of agriculture the large supply of sur- 
plus sodium: nitrate now being offered 
on the markets to the highest bidders 
in minimum lots of one hundred 
tons. Senator Hart's said he hoped 
an arrangement eould be reached by 
the war and agriculture departments 
to dispose of the sodium nitrate in 
lots as small as one car at a price 
which is the cost to the government. 

The Smith resolution passed by the 
senate yesterday was amended on mo- 
tion of Senator Harris to include cal- 
cium arsenate as well as nitrate of 
soda as the articles to be handled in 
the revolving fund. Senator Harris 
contended the supply of calcium arse- 
nate was of just as great, or more, 
importance to the farmers as nitrate 
of soda.

The French authorities do not 
announce the date of the advance, 
but make no secret of the fact that 
they have decided to extend the occu- 
pation further eastward to coerce 
Germany into paying the Ruhr indus- 
trials for tlfe coal reparations deliv- 
eries and as penalties for what they 
term wilful failure of Berlin to fulfill 
its undertakings. 

Concerning coal deliveries, which 
the Ruhr industrials have agreed to 
resume, France undertakes to pay 
the cost of labor and the salaries of 
the employees and miners; only the 
owners must look to Berlin for over- 
head expenses ang the other items 
which make up the price of the coal 
delivered f.o.b. at the French fron- 
tier. | 

Will Assist Owners. 

The French are prepared to assist 
the owners in collecting from Ber- 
lin to the extent of occupation of the 
Bochum region, and also further terri- 
tory eastward later, should Germany 
fail to come te terms. They will pay 
the miners’ salaries from the proceeds 
of the tax on coal, formerly assessed 


French have decided to collect for 
themselves. hey will levy a tax on 
every ton of coal shipped from the 
Ruhr into Germany, Bavaria and neu- 
tral countries. The percentage rep- 
resenting the tax has not yet been 
fixed. No tax will be assessed on 
coal shipped to the allied countries. 

The occupation of Bochum also is 
intended as a penalty for what the 
French consider the wilful depletion 
by the Germans of food stocks, es- 
pecially cereals, always kept in the 
Ruhr for feeding the industrial pop- 
ulation, which, the French assert, 
they have found at such a low ebb 
that arrangements must be made im- 
mediately to import wheat and other 
foodstuffs into this area. ‘ 

Try to Avoid Famines. 

ve all, the French are desirous 
of warding off unemployment and 
famine; if such conditions arose they 
would be certain to cause much trou- 
ble, but they can be kept away if la- 
bor has work and food. 

The problem of currency is giving 
the French much concern, as Berlin 
is no longer sending paper marks 
into the Ruhr occupied area, and the 
present supply will become inadequate 
very soon.

In Muncie Case 


Dr. H. W. Evans Issues State- 
ment on Failure to Indict 
Imperial Giant Clarke. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, January 14.— 
(Special.)—Vindication of the Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan is seen by Dr. H. 
W.,_ Evans, imperial wizard of the or- 
ganization, in the action of the fed- 
eral grand jury in Muncie, Ind., in 
returning a no bill in the case of Ed- 
ward Young Clarke, of Atlanta, form- 
er acting imperial wizard, and now 
imperial giant of the order, who was 
charged with violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws. 

Speaking of the grand jury’s de- 
cision on the case, Dr. ‘Evans declar- 
ed: “The public will from now on, 
as they watch events rapidly moving 
forward, recognize that the klan is of- 
ficered by men of sterling character, 
and that its principles and actions 
are beneficial to our country.” 

Mr. Clarke was arrested in Muncie 
last summer after he had made an ad- 
dress on klan principles to a large au- 
dience in that city. He had reported 
to the police that his traveling bag 
had been stolen. When it was re- 
covered it was found to contain a bot- 
tle of whisky. Mr. Clarke and his 
friends contended that it was a clear 
case of “frame-up” against him, and 
that enemies of the klan were re- 
sponsible. 

Dr. Evans’ statement follows: 

“Thus another attempt on the part 
of klan enemies and the subsidized 
press has ended in ingnominous fail- 
ure. I was_ present with Mr. Clarke 
at Muncie and knew he was not guil- 
ty and that he was being ‘framed’ 
because of his connection with the 
klan. 

“The public will from now on as 
they watch events rapidly moving 
forward recognize that the klan is 
officered by men of sterling charac- 
ter and that its principles and its ac- 
tions are beneficial to our country.”

MOONSHINE RAIDS

NET LITTLE BOOZE 


Waycross, Ga., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The Suannee river, famous in 
song and story, has been the scene 
of a number of raids conducted by 
federal revenue officers during the 
past week. The river, which flows 
out of the also famous Okefenokee 
swamp, has been swept of __illega! 
liquor stills by a party of 14 prohibi- 
tion enforcemenf officers. 

The raids into the heart of the 
swamp began last Thursday, and was 
Jed by Prohibition Enforcement Of- 
ficer Griffith, assisted by deputies 
and representatives form the local 
sheriff's office.

OBREGON EAPELS 
FOREIGN PRELATE 


Interpret Order as First 
Important Move Against 
Alleged Catholic Ag- 
gressiveness in Mexico, 


Mexico City, January 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The executive or- 
der issued last night directing the ex- 
pulsion from Mexico within three days 


of Monsignor Ernesto Filippi, the 
apostolic delegate in Mexico, for par- 
ticipating in religious ceremonies con- 
trary’to federal law, was interpreted 
in many quarters he re today as 
President Obregon’s first important 
move against alleged Catholic aggres- 
siveness. 

The instructions contained in ar- 
ticle 38 of the constitution are to be 
applied to Monsignor Filippi, and he 
must leave the republic within seven- 
ty-two hours. The notice of expul- 
sion Was issued after telegraphic 
communication between the central 
government and the authorities of the 
state of Guanajuato. The officials at 
Guanajuato described the apostolic 
delegate as having been the head of 
huge outdoor services near Silac on 
the occasion of the dedication of a 
monument to Christ last Thursday. 

The constitution is specific in its 
prohibition of open air religious pro- 
cessions or services. The president's 
order is declared to be supported by 
the cabinet. 

Senor de la Huerta, minister of 
the treasury, said today that Mexico’s 
laws were liberal as regards religion 
and that their violation could not be 
overlooked by the government. Min- 
ister of Interior Calles is quoted by 
Excelsior as having said: 

Opposes Interference. 

“Mexico in the future intends to 
take steps to prohibit high foreign 
dignitaries of the church from prac- 
ticing their religious beliefs in Mexi- 
co. This privilege belongs to the 
clergy of Mexico as stipulated by the 
laws. President Obregon is of the 
opinion that this interference on the 
part of foreign prelates is degrading 
to Mexican clergymen, especially as 
there are sufficient prelates of high 
standing who can fulfill all obligations 
to the church.” 

High churchmen in Mexico City in- 
sist that there was no intention of 
violation or any attempt to contravene 
the Mexican laws on the part of 
Monsignor Filippi. They say the cere- 
monies near Silac were held on pri- 
vate ground for private purposes. 

On the other hand the laying of the 
cornerstone for the monument is held 
by the government as having been a 
direct and definite violation of the 
federal iaws Inasmuch as Monsignor 
Filippi is an Italian, he and all for- 
eign clergymen connected with the 
ceremonies are to be expelled as per- 
nicious foreigners. 

An executive order to the Mexico 
City chief of police explains that 
Mexico offers every opportunity for 
religious freedom, not only to its own 
nationals, but to foreigners as well. 
It adds, however, “when foreigners, 
forgetting the gratitude they owe for 
the hospitality they enjoy, and for- 
getting also their obligation to com- 
ply strictly with the laws governing 
the country in which they are living, 
it is logical and just that they must 
bear the weight of their responsibility. 

Cites Violation. 

“Mer. Filippi, of Italian nationality, 
has violated an article of the consti- 
tution,” the order continues, “by pre- 
siding over ceremonies held publicly 
at Cerro El Cubulitate, state of Guan- 
ajuato, and although the executive 
has profound respect for all religions, 
as indicated by the freedom enjoyed 
in Mexico by religious organizations, 
the executive finds himself obliged 
to issue an order for the expulsion 
of Fillippi within three days, dating 
from the hour of ‘bis notification.” 

Meanwhile energetic action is be- 
ing taken against Mexican clergymen 
for participating in the celebration 
as well as certain Guanajuato au- 
thorities, including Governor A. Ma- 
drazo, who are alleged to have been 
lax in their duties in permitting the 
services. , 

Mgr. Fillippi arrived in Mexico City 
this morning. He was met at the 
station by Count Nani de Mocenigo, 
the Italian minister, and numerous 
friends. Shortly before noon he was 
officially notified of the order expell- 
ing him from Mexico. He plans to 
leave Wednesday night by way of La- 
redo, for New York and Washington, 
In the latter city he will await in- 
structions from Rome. The prelate 
will be accompanied to Laredo by the 
Italian minister, who, it is understood, 
is waiting specific instructions from 
his government before proceeding to 
make a forma! protest -to the Mexi- 
can foreign -office. The minister 
today called informally on Foreign 
Minister Pani to discuss the situation. 

Was Once in U. S. 

Monsignor Fillippi arrived in Mexi- 
co City fourteen months ago as the 
first apostolic delegate to Mexico in 
many years. He formerly was sta- 
tioned in Ottawa, Canada, as well as 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Buffalo. 
He is a personal friend of Cardinal 
Dougherty. 

Beyond. expressing- surprise at his 
expulsion and deseribing it as “an 
incredible proceeding,” Monsignor Fil- 
lippi had little comment to make 
when he received the correspondent 
of The Associated Press today. 

“There was no violation either of 
the spirit or the letter of the Jaw in 
the Cerro El Cubulitate ceremony, to 
which the Mexican government has 
taken offense,” said the prelate. “It 
was an outdoor service in no sense 
of the word. I merely blessed the 
cornerstone, and the entire ceremony 
took less than twenty minutes. 

“[ have presided at similar fune- 
tions numerous times in Mexico, and 
certainly I had no idea in this in- 
stance of setting myself against any 
federal law. I cannot understand the 
government’s attitude, but I shall ae- 
cede to its request, and depart with- 
out protest.”

BERRY SCHOOL FARM “ 
SETS COTTON RECORD 


Produces 667 Pounds Lint to 
Acre in 1922 Cotton 
Experiment. 


Rome, Ga., January 14.—(Special.) 
‘The .cotton erop raised during the 
past year on the Berry Schools farm, 
under the direction of S. B. Adair, 
farm manager, produced on five acres 
an average ot 607 pounds of lint to 
an acre. J. C. Maness, of the Geor- 
gia state bureau of entomology, who 
vigited Berry school farm yesterday 
to complete his test work, said it is 
the best record reported in 1922, The 
next best being 552 pounds vf lint 
per acre on seven acres. 

Mr. Maness and Mr. Adair have 
been werking together during the past 
two years on a cotton seed breeding 
project. Individual seed _ selections 
have been made from Berry schools 
stand of “Over the Top” cotton and it 
is expected to carry on the system 
of breeding until all the seeds will be

She has a 


pedigreed. Mr. Adair estimates that 
this will require another two years. 
During the past year the state bu- 
reau assisted Berry schools in exper- 
imental work and it is expected that 
in order to carry through the experi- 
ment the same assistance wiil be 
given during the coming year.

MEADE COTTON. 

On this page is a communication 
from W. W. Croxton, passenger 
‘eaffic manager of the A., B. & A. 
railroad, suggesting the growing of 


Meade cotton as a substitute for 
Sea Island cotton under boll weevil 
conditions. 7 

The United States department of 
agriculture recently issued a bulletin 
on this variety, which is of the up- 
land type, calling attention to its 
possibilities inthe present sea island 
areas by reason of its early maturi- 
ty, thereby making it more prac- 
ticable in the presence of weevil 
infestation. It also claims, as point- 
ed out by Mr. Croxton, that the 
staple is just about as long, and as 
good, It is said this cotton has a 
staple of one and five-eighths 
inches under favorable conditions. 

The department of agriculture 
also claims that the seed are like 
those of sea island and adapted with 
slight readjustment to roller ginning 
that planters have hitherto used for 
the sea-island crop. 

The bulletin says— 

“Having the cultural advantages 
of the upland type, large bolls, 
prompt setting of the crop, and 
earlier maturity, the Meade variety 
usually yields «as much as_ short- 
staple varieties and two or three 
‘times as much as the Sea Island cot- 
ton in the presence of the boll 
weevil. This advantage has been 
shown in several different experi- 
ments, with the two types grown 
side by side for purposes of com: 
parison. The need of a special 
variety in the southeastern states 
and the opportunities of a speci 
market are aS great or greater than 
with the Pima cotton in Arizona, 
but community conditions are less 
advanced, and less progress has 
been made in the utilization of the 
Meade cotton.” 

Early maturity is one of the most 
important features associated with 
successful cotton growing in weevil 
territory, and therefore the sugges- 
tions of the government should at 
least be looked into carefully and 
thoughtfully.

You have taken a very active in- 
terest in the boll weevil and have 
advocated consistently the practices 
which are likely to benefit the cot- 
ton farmer. The A., B. & A. railway, 
through its agricultura! development 
service, is devoting a great deal of 
time and thought to this subject and 
we feel we can stand behind Meade 
cotton as having been’ thoroughly 
tried out and »roven succcssful for 
farmers who wish to grow long staple 
cotton. 

Your help and co-operation in this 
matter will be greatis appreciated.

A few hun- 
dred too many calories: swallowed 
each day will in due timc bring on 
what the autodiagnostician likes to 
call “indigestion,” “biliousness,” auto 
intoxication,” “impure blood,’ or 
“brain fag’—all from an excess of 
fuel and not enough oxygen to burn 
it properly. Kept up indefinitely the 
careless ingestion of ico many cal- 
ories will bring on obesity, diabetes, 
chronic nephritis, high blood pressure 
and perhaps arteriosc!erosis, ‘and in 
very depraved cases, ‘nervous break- 
down.”

Don't put jars, bottles or boxes 
on your table! 
Individual vegetable dishes are 
against all rules of etiquette. 
Bread and butter plates must 
never be put on the dinner table. 
No napkin rings! 
_ The damas® linen cloth is always 
1 good taste unless a refectory table 
is used when a fine handkerchief 
linen cloth, lace inserted and embroid- 
ered, is more suitable. When a dam- 
ask cloth is used a “felt” is placed 
underneath, .but the fife linen, lace- 
inserted cloth must be without lining 
of any kind. White satin or any col- 
ored linings are appropriate only fd 
boudoir pillows and are out of place 
on a dining table. 

However, today many hostesses use 
only doilies. In -etting a table with 
doilies you place a large one in the 
center and a small one at each place. 
Nothing but saltc.! almonds and the 
decorations are placed on the table. 
+ te daar is served from a side ta- 
le. 

After the cloth is laid, candlesticks 
are placed in the four corners of the 
table, usually about half-way between 
the edge and center, or if two can- 
delabra are used, they should be 
half-way between the 
center and the head and foot of the 
table. 

A centerpiece made of flowers with 
compotiers filled with fruits and 
sweets chosen for decorative effect 
rather than eating, and _ properly 
placed in the vacant places usually 
make the nicest decoration, 

Places should be set at equal dis- 
tances and the pattern or monogram 
on the plates should be right side up. 
Qn the right of each service plate 
toward the edge of the table is placed 
an oyster fork or whatever implement 
is necessary for the first course. Next 
to this comes the soup spoon, and 
the meat Knife is placed nearest the 
plate. ‘To the left of the plate and 
nearest to it is the salad fork, after 
which are placed the meat and fish 
forks. 

Additional silver is brought in as 
it is needed. 

The water goblet is placed at the 
right of the knives, and the wine and 
other glasses are grouped to the right 
of the goblet. 

Napkins must be squarely folded 
and placed on the “service” plate. 

Place cards should be put on the 
— so that they may be easily 
read. 

No bread and butter plates are used 
on the dinner table. <A dinner roll is 
placed on the top of the napkin or 


‘at the left side of the “place.’’ Com- 


mencing with soup, thin dry toast and 
additional rolls are passed. 
There should be salt and pepper 
pots between every two persons. 
Olives, celery and radishes are 
passed from the serving table. 


Cigarettes are passed to both ladies | 


and gentlemen at the dinner. 
How a Hostess Receives. 

At the formal dinner, ‘as on all 
other formal occasions, the hostess 
stands near the door of her drawing 
room. As her guests are announced 


she greets them with a handshake. ! 


It is the part of hospitality to say 
something personal to each guest. 

The host usually stands near his 
wife and his partieular function is to 
introduce strangers who may not be 
acquainted with those present. 

While the hostess is receiving it is 
customary for the gentlemen to re- 
— standing, though the ladies may 
sit. 

After dinner has been announced,

of honor—who sits at his right—and 
leads the wav into the dining room.

old-time fans ve responded to our 
questionnaire . asking if I think 
present day bafeball an improvement 
on the game fm the old days, and if 
1 think ball players are better to- 
Alay than they were thirty years ago. 

I do not wish to answer that ques- 
tion idly. I have given if consider- 
able thought. In my last chapter I 
told of my start with the old Bal- 
timore Orioles, which I will resume 
a little further on. [rior to that 
] discussed the recent world’s series. 
This, | believe, gives me a good chance 
to answer that question now. In those 
thirty years I have seen much of base- 
ball. My greatest asset has been a 
good memory. 

Where is no question in my mind 
but that present day basevall is bet- 
ter. Also there are more good ball 
players today than there ever were be- 
fore, simply because there are more 
people playing ball. 

In those days, if you will recall, 
there was but one major league. There 
were but a few minor leagues. Con- 
sequently there was not so large a 
force of players to draw from. It is 
very much like a small college try- 
ing to turn out as good 
players as one of the big universities. 
‘he ones who are selected have much 
more chance to be developed and pol- 
ished in their profession. 

The gume itself has improved in 
many ways. ‘lo give you an idea, it 
wae not until Charley Comiskey’s time 
that a first baseman was really an 
infielder. Before that the first sucker 
stood right on the bag and balls hit 
between him and second base went 
through. I have even seen second 
basemen stand oy the bag in_ the 
sinaller games. Comiskey, Anson and 
others started the idea otf playing 
well off the bag and covered intield 
ground like a second baseman, a short- 
stop or a third baseman. 

HOW BASEBALL 
VLAYS DEVELOP. 

This in turn developed the idea of 
the pitcher covering Tirst base in case 
the first baseman had to go too far 
for a ground ball. One new play like 
that usually develops another. <As a 
result we work plays nowaduys that 
were never heard of thirty years ago. 

Most of you can recall when it was 
considered a wonderful play tor a 
pitcher to leave his box, race over 
to first base and take the throw 
from the first baseman. A_ pitcher 
who did this got great applause’ and 
was extolled in the newspapers for 
being a “heady” ball player. In this 
day and time a pitcher is supposed 
to do that as a matter of course. 
Nothing is thought of it. But he is 
given a terrible razzing if he fails 
to do it. 

Anotlier play that has developed 
is of the shortstop covering third 
base on a bunt between third and the 
pitcher. If a runner is on second 
buse and the batter bunts toward 
third the chances are that the third 
baseman will be drawn in to field the 
ball and that third will be left un- 
covered. 

If both the pitcher and the third 
baseman should go for the bunt

On top of that every club has an 
expert trainer, a man who rubs them 
down, kneads sore muscles, looks aft- 
er every little ailment. They have 
hot and cold shower baths, rubbing 
tables, and all that sort of thing. 

Why, I can remember when I went 
as long as ten weeks without getting 
a rubdown. If I got one then I was 
lucky. It was nut an everyday thing. 
Everything now is specialized. We 
have eaperts who treat nothing but 
sore muscles or charley-horse, as we 
call those peculiar kinks that bunch 
up the leg muscles withvut any warn- 
ing. We have others who specialize 
en bones of the body. Nobody yet 
has been able to correct bones of the 
head, but maybe that will come. I 
certainly hope so. 

The word charley-horse originated 
from the old name given to the fam- 
ily horse, usually lame or broken down 
in the legs some way. Those fam- 
ily horses were called old Charles 
horses. So when ballplayers got tied 
up in the muscles of their legs they 
were referred to as _ charley-horses. 
In time this name was applied to the 
ailment itself. 

If you have never had a charley- 
horse you may not be able to under- 
stand what a terrible thing it is te 
be a baliplayer. In starting with a 
base the 
muscles sometimes will kink up in a 
bunch. No amount of rubbing will 
put them back into their places for 
several days. It is very painful. Be- 
sides that, the ballplayer is stopped 
from playing. 

During the last world’s series Casey 
Stengel was suddenly taken out of 
the game after making a hit. No- 
body seemed to know why.: In going 
from first to second he suddenly 
pulled a charley-horse. It was with 
difficulty that he could even limp 
fo the bench. As a result of that 
Stengel was unable to play again. 
SPIRIT IS 
NOT SO GOOD. 

While we have more good ball 
players today than we did in the 
olden times and while the game itself 
has improved, I do not mean to say 
that baseball spirit has improved. 
ktather I would be inclined to say that 
teain spirit was evén better thirty 
years ago. Today the baseball player 
is more of a business man. He looks 
out for himself. As a rule he is 
more concerned about his own future 
than the future of the elub itself. 
There are exceptions to this, of course. 

Back in the nineties a new player 
was looked upon as a welcome ad- 
dition to the gang—not just a piece of 
property for the owners. The other 
players took it upon themselves to 
help develop him so as to make their 
organization stronger. Today 
manager gets some help from the reg- 
ular players in developing a new 
player, but not so much as in those 
days. Today he has to depend large- 
ly on the coach and his other as- 
sistants engaged for that purpose. 

It is rather difficult to express just 
what I mean jn that respect—the dif- 
ference in the way a newcomer ig re- 
garded. The best illustration I can 
give is that a young ball player in 
the old days was taken in very much 
as the new man is received on a col-

Why Mathewson Is Called ‘Big Six’ 


McGRAW MISSED IT A MILE 


Christy Himself Solves Mystery 


How the best known pitcher in 
baseball got his most famous nick- 
name is a question that, on the face 
of it, any urchin in the land ought 
to be able to answer. But not even 
the famous manager of the famous 
pitcher could supply an answer to 
the above conundram. 


The famous pitcher is Christy 
Mathewsen, ‘The nickname is “Big 
Six,’ and the famous manager is 
Johu J. McGraw, who was appealed 
to when all other authorities tailed. 
John J. opined that, as far as he 
could re¢ollect, Matty was called 
“Big Six” after a well-known fighter 
of that day who bore the same sobri- 
quet. This, as it turned out, was one 
of a half dozen explanations and not. 
one of them was right, says the Chi- 
eago Tribune. 

For a time it looked as if the ori- 
gin of Matty’s famous nickname 
would be one of life’s little mysteries. 
An innocent query from a _ reader 
started a casual investigation which 
soon became an exhaustive research. 
Ancient citizens, historians, baseball 
experts—all were questioned, and all 
scratched their heads without con- 
veying any helpful information. A 
few explanations were advanced 
cautiously. 

‘Big Six’ was a name they used 
to. apply to all champions and out- 
standing performers,” declared one 
sage. 

“Sysonby, the race horse, was call- 
ed by that title, and in due time they 
began calling Matty, ‘Big Six’ be- 


That isn’t the explanation at all,” 
said a second Solomon. “The fact is 
that Matty was called -‘Big Six’ be- 
cause at that time, as now, the Big 
Six Typographical union was sg pow- 
erful and outstanding.” 

“Well, that isn’t the way I remem- 
ber it,”’ aSserted a third expert. ‘‘At 
the height of Matty’s prime.there 
was a crack fire engine company in 
New York called ‘Big Six.’ Somebody 
stuck the name on to Matty, and it 
filled the bill so well that the fans 
began using it.” 

A fourth citizen, versed in his base- 
ball history, destroyed all these theo- 
ries with a single sweep of the hand. 

“The name has no origin at all” 
said this man. “It sounded good and 
somebody just called him that with- 
out ahy particular reason at all.” 

Up to John McGraw went the mo- 
mentous question, and the comedy 
man who was at Matty’s side for 
more than a decade confessed that 
he~ was the least bit vague on the 
point. The Little Napoleon “thought” 
that there had been a boxer by that 
name—which scrambled the mystery 
even more. Did anybody in New York 
know where the greatest giant of 
them all got the right to be called 
“Big Six”? , : 

Apparently nobody in New York 
knew, but somebody in Saranac Lake 
did. Matty himself saved the situa- 
tion by solving the conundrum. This 
is what he said: ‘ one 

“‘Big Six’ is a contraction of ‘Big 
Six-Footer,’ which referred to my 
height.” . 

And that ended it.

In proportion as the country’s neuar- 
craze for golf spreads, and it is spread- 


ing like a north woods fire, the big 
annual championships become more 
important for a reason which the av- 
erage golfer might never suspect. 

A golf champion has importance in 
the eyes of golfers everywhere largely 
in proportion as he brings something 
new to pass. Thus “Chick” Evans 
was a great golf champion because 
with his playing and his other contri- 
butions to tLe sport he introduced 
so many ideas. As a player and par- 
ticularly as an amateur champion, 
Evans furthered the game tremendous- 
ly in America. I would say he has 
done more for golf here than any 
other one man. 

Any new champion may have little 
tricks of play which become of note 
instantly when he becomes a cham- 
pion. He may have these tricks of 
play and the world never hear of them 
if he fails to break into the cham- 
pionship class. Nobody cares much 
how a man does it if he doesn’t step 
out from the great crowd doing it. 

In this respect we have today a 
wide-spread discussion about Gene 
Sarazen’s grip. Sarazen gets as near 
to a baseball bat grip as one can get 
to it in grasping a golf club. He 
brings the left wrist far around, with 
thumb down back of the right band 
and wrapped around the shaft. Grab 
a golf stick that way, remembering 
to intertwine the little finger qf the 
right hand with the forefinger of the 
left hand, as Sarazen does, and see 
what a bat-like hold you have on lt. 

When a champion can bring about 
a great discussion as to the merits of 
some style of play he uses, such as 
this Sarazen grip, he has added some- 
thing of distinct value to golf. The 
sport gains, everybody in the sport 
gains, because of these’ discussions.

New York, January 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—In a week dur- 
ing which the European situation has 
held an unusual degree of attention, 
the domestic markets have remained 
remarkably firm. France’s decision 
to take independent action against 
Germany and the actual movement of 
French troops into the Rubr valley, 
were events which have been long 
awaited and whose effect upon. the 
various markets has long been de- 
bated in financial circles. Under 
these circumstances many observers 


profess to find grounds for reassur- 
ance in the calm spirit in which the 
actual event has been received. Se- 
curities have maintained a_ steady 
tone, both at New York and London 
and the foreign exchanges have shown 


whieh developed at the close of the 
previous week. 

In attempting to explain this steadi- 
ness, leading bankers point to a 
curious complex of factors. On this 
side of the Atlantic it 1s considered 
that our own industrial situation is 
strong enough to discourage bearish 
attacks on values, while abroad em- 
phasis is laid on such influences as 
easy money and the reinvestment de- 
mand following the year end. '

Hogs Are Profitable 
To Sumt 4 Farmers, 
Agents’ Report Shows 


Americus, Ga., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial,)—Development of the hog, rais- 
ing industry in Sumter county was 
the principal attainment of George 
©. Marshall, eounty farm demon- 
Stration agent, during 1022, as shown 
by his annual report just filed with 
the county commissioners. While 67 
carloads of hogs were sold in co-op- 
erative sales at Americus, Plains and 
Leslie, 2,000 head of swine were 
treated against cholera as part of 
the development program. Approxi- 
mately $11,C00 was saved Sumter 
farmers in selling expense through 
the medium of co- operative sales. 

Much attention was given feeding 
tests, and in one of these four car- 
loads of hogs developed an average of 
one pound for each 4.25 pounds corn 
and .26 pounds tankage consumed. 
At the time of this test, corn was sell- 
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ing in Americus at 50 cents per bush- 


el, and the hogs were marketed at 
an average price of $8.78 per hun- 
dred. Farmers who participated in 
the feeding operation thus garnered 
a handsome return on their invest- 
ment, corn being “marketed on foot” 
at a price around $1 per bushel. 

That hog raising is now establish- 
ed as a permanent industry in Sum- 
ter county is indicated by the general 
planting of pasturage for swine. One 
farmer during the year pastured 50 
sows and pigs on two acres of cat- 
tail millet. This pasturage was sup- 
plemented with one bushel of corn 
and a small amount of kitchen waste 
daily, and at the end of the summer 
4,000 pounds of pigs weighed out to 
be put on winter grazing, the sows 
being in good condition and the pigs 
in thrifty growing order. 

Practically the entire peanut and 
velvet bean crops of Sumter county 
were “hogged off” last year, the re-, 
port shows. Although 100 acres of 
sweet potatoes were grown as an ex- 
periment of the county agent, these 
tubers have not yet been marketed, 
but are being held for better prices.
